The demand for paints is good. 
Chemicals are in fair demand at steady 
prices with no important change to 
note. Dyes are rather more quiet; 
yellow Prussiate is firmer and starch a 
trifle weaker. A good jobbing demand 
is noticeable for drugs, though there is 
no speculative or large package trade. 
Opium is steadier. Quinine steady. 
Canary seeds weak, recent large arri- 
vals helping to depress the market. 
Mustards very firm with a short sup- 
ply; a sharp rise occurred in gum 
gamboge on Saturday. 

Money is in good demand, but read- 
ily accessible at 6 per cent. on call, 
with extremes as low as 3@4 per cent. 
and as high as 1-64 bonus in excep- 
tional cases. Time loans, however, are 
more difficult to obtain and are quoted 
at 6 per cent. bid on stocks and 5 per 
cent. on Government bonds. Com- 
mercial paper is nominal at 6 per cent. 
for first-class, with only a demand for 
the highest grades.

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At length, after five years in the 
Courts, the suit of the Averill Chem- 
ical Paint Company against the Na- 
tional Mixed Paint Company and 
others, has been decided in favor of the 
defendants. This action was brought 
in 1876 by the Averill Paint Company 
to restrain the defendants from manu- 
facturing or selling ready mixed paints 
prepared with an emulsating agent and 
put up in tin cans. The plaintiff's based 


their claim upon a re-issue of letters 
patent iseued in 1867. the last re-issue 
bearing date in 1876. Under this re- 
issue it was claimed that they had the 
sole right to manufacture paints in the 
manner specified. The defandants’ in 
their answer denied all the allegations 
in the complaint, and alleged that 
ready mixed paints prepared with 
emulsating agents were manufactured 
by as many as 81 specified persons more 
than two years prior to the date of the 
alleged invention, and that the subject 
of the invention had been described in 
at least twenty-seven different publica- 
tions and letters patent before 1867. 
That the patent was void for want of 
utility, and that the process of packing 
the paint in tin cans was not patenta- 
ble. This suit has been looked upon 
as one of great importance to the 


paint trade, as it involved the 
right of others beside the Av- 
erill Paint Company to wmanu- 


facture ready-mixed paints, and had it 
resulted in favor of the plaintiffs, 
would have been the means of destroy- 
ing many large businesses already es- 
tablished for this purpose. The im- 
portance of the case called for the most 
vigorous action upon both sides, and 
the testimony and exhibits introduced 
in the suit cover nearly six hundred 
printed pages. Numerous witnesses 
were examined upon either side em- 
bracing some of the best chemical 
talent in the country and some of our 
best known paint manufacturers and 
dealers. The testimony of the plain- 
tiffs was mainly directed to the estab- 
lishment of the fact that the paint as 
at present manufactured by the Averill 
Paint Company was the same as that 
made under the original patent granted 
to Damon R. Averill, who subsequently 
assigned his patents and re-issues to the 
present company, and to the fact that 
packing the paint in cans is a patent- 
able invention. The defendants, by 
their witnesses, sought to prove that 
prior to the issuing of the original 
patent to Averill, the manufacture 
and sale of ready-mixed paints, as well 
as the packing of them in cans, was an 
established business. The final argu- 
ment in the case was had before Judge 
Wheeler at Brattleboro’, Vt., in June 
last, and the decision which has been 
handed down, and which we reprint 
below, seems to definitely settle this 
much-vexed question, as the Judge de- 
cides that the Averill patent covers 
only the peculiar mixture and com- 
pound employed by the Averill Com- 
pany and does not extend to other 
mixtures; and also that packing in tin 
cans is not a patentable device. It is 
true that the plaintiffs still have their 
right of appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and it is reported 
that they have so appealed, but as the 
Averill patent expires in about two 
years, and the case can scarcely be 
reached on the Supreme Court calendar 
in less than three years, it is doubtful 
if any other disposition of the case will 
ever be reached other than the one now 
made. The defense in the case was 
conducted by Mr. Edmond Wetmore, 
of the firm of Wetmore, Jenner & 
Thompson, who, during his investiga- 
tions in this case, has accumulated a 
great mass of iateresting facts in refer- 
ence to paint manufacture and pro- 
cesses than it.is probable have ever 
before been eellected.

This suit is founded upon re-issued Letters Pat- 
ent No, 7031, dated April 4, 1876, granted to 
Damon R. Averill, assignor for an improvement 
in paints. The claim is for “a mixed liquid paint 
composed of oxide of zinc or other pigments, oil, 
turpentine or benzine, water and one or more 
emulsating agents, put up in tight vessels or 
cans.” The original patent was No. 66,773} 
dated July 16, 1867, for an improved paint com- 
pound, particularly described by ingredients and 
quantities like that in the re-issue, but with lime 
water and silicate of soda, which were emuls- 
ating, agents but not stated to be such, specified 
as parts of the combination and compound. The 
claim was for “A paint composed of the ingredi- 
ents herein named, and prepared and com- 
pounded substantially in the manner specified.” 
There was no allusion in the patent to anything 
to contain the paint. Liquid mixed paints pro- 
duced by the use of emulsating agents were 
known and used before Averill’s discovery, and 
paints had been contained in cans and other 
tight vessels before that time; but no paint had 
been made, by the use of his precise combina- 
tions and ingredients, before. On the applica- 
tion for a re-issue the patentee made prvof that 
prior to his application for the original patent he 
had put up his paint in cans and other tight 
packages. and noticed its advantages being put 
up in that way, which appears to have been sat- 
isfactory to the commissioner that this mode of 
packing was a part of the original invention, and 
upon that proof the re-issue appears to have been 
granted. The defendants do rot use the combi- 
nation or compound described in the original pat- 
ent. The principal defences are that the re-issue 
is not supported by the original, and is therefore 
void ; that the patentee was not the original and 
first inventor of the invention described in the 
re-issue, and that if the re-issue can be upheld at 
all, the defendants do not infringe any part for 
which it is valid. The original patent was valid 
enough, apparently, for the particular kind of 
paint described in it. The re-issue, if it is for that 
kind of paint only, packed in tight vessels, may 
be valid, for it would merely narrow the scope of 
the claim upon the same invention from that 
kind of paint everywhere, to that kind of paint 
only, when so packed. But the re-issue is not 
limited to that particular kind of paint 
it extends to all forms made from the same in- 
gredients, other than the emulsating agents 
specified, by the use of any emulsating agents. 
This expands the original patent, not only beyond 
the scope of the claim upon the invention de- 
scribed but beyond the scope of that invention. 
The whole invention there described was of a 
particular kind of liquid mixed paint; the inven- 
tion described in the re-issue is of all kinds of 
liquid mixed paint packed in tight vessels. The 
invention of packing in vessels is not at all de- 
scribed or even alluded to in the original patent. 
So the question is presented whether the Cou- 
missioner of patents is authorized to grant a re- 
issue of a patent for an invention in addition to 
that shown in the original upon proof, in the ab- 
sence of any drawing or model showing the in- 
vention in the original, that the addition was 
really a part of the same invention sought to be 
patented in the original. This question does not 
now seem to be open. In Powder Company 
versus Powder Works, 98, U. 8S., 126, the 
patents were for compositions or articles 
of manutacture like that here. That part of Sec- 
tion 53, of the act of 1870, now Section 4.916 of 
the Revised Statutes, authorizing amendment of 
patents upon proof, in the absence of any draw- 
ing or model, was relied upon and came under 
consideration. It was then held ,that this clause 
did not authorize the Commissioner to grant a 
re-issue for a different invention; or to determine 
that one invention was the same as another or 
different one; or that two inventions essentially 
distinct constituted but one. The question was 
left open as to whether that clause related to all 
patents or only to patents for machines; but no 
room was left for adding to the invention by 
proof. Under that decision the re-issue cannot 
stand. If it could stand the only invention cov- 
ered by it, of which Averill was the first dis- 
coverer, he would be packing this paint in tight 
vessels. Such vessels impart no quality to 
the paint. They are no more useful 
to this kind of paint than to others, 
in proportion to the amount used. The 
paint, on account of its own valuable 
qualities, has found its way into extensive use 
through the ordinary vehicles for paint, and 
Averill has doubtless contributed largely to its 
success, but it has been done by business enter- 
prise rather than patentable invention. What he 
is really the first inventor of, the defendants 
have not taken. 

Let there bea decree dismissing the bill of com- 
plaint with costs.

ACETIC ACID... 


This important acid has taken within 
a@ very: few years a very prominent 


place in the list of our manufactures, 
this country now not only producing 
enough to supply the home consump 
tion, but also to allow of the exporta- 
tion of a respectable quantity, which 
will undoubtedly be considerably in- 
creased before long, there having quite 
a demand sprung up within a short 
time on account of the superiority of 
the American over the foreign article. 
There was a time when we imported 
all our acetate of lime, and nearly 
all the acid used here as well, but that * 
time is past, and we are now exporters 
of both these articles and of the ace- 
tate of lime to a very large extent, 
Precisely what causes have brought 
about this change in the situation it is 
not necessary to undertake to explain 
here, even if it were easy so to do. 
Undoubtedly, however, the imposition 
of a customs duty on the acetate of 
lime,from which, as is well known, the 
acetic acid is manufactured, had very 
much to do with the matter, as pre- 
vious to that time the charcoal man- 
ufacturers had allowed the vapors from 
their retorts for the most part go to 
waste in the air instead of concentra- 
ting them, as now, upon thelime. That 
this would ultimately have come 
about even without the assistance af- 
forded by the tariff is very probably 
true, but it has undoubtedly been hasg- 
tened by the amount of protection 
afforded. Whether or not this be true, 
however, is now a matter of very littls 
moment, since the manufacture of 
acetic acid has become so established 
as to make a duty of no consequence 
to either the trade or the government. 
Having reached, or being at the point 
of reaching, the position of a distinct- 
ively American manufacture, it is im- 
portant that the quality of the pro- 
duct sent out by American establish- 
ments should be kept up to the highest 
standard, and especially that brands 
put on packages should be in all cases 
correct indices of the strength and 
purity of thecontents. This obviously 
should be the case with all manufac- 
tured goods for ethical as well as pru- 
dential reasons, and more especially in 
the case of chemical manufactures, the 
quality of which is not easily ascer- 
tainable by simple inspection, but 
there are the strongest reasons for the 
enforcement of such a rule in the case 
of an article of this sort, which is to 
be brought in competition with the 
products of the long established manu- 
factories of the old world. That this 
is not the case with all our chemical 
manufactures is well known in the 
trade. There are many articles which 
are habitually bought and sold by 
brands of letters or numbers supposed 
to indicate varying degrees of strength 
or concentration, and it ought to be 
the case that the same brand should 
indicate the same qualities from all 
manufacturers, but unfortunately they 
fail to do so in too many instances, 
and great injury thereby accrues to 
the trade in general as well as to indi- 
vidual establishments. A casein point 
is afforded by acetic acid. It is a cus- 
tom of the trade to sell this acid to a 
great extent by numbers, as ‘No. 8,” 
‘*No. 12,” ete., but the origin of the 
custom is not known to most of the 
trade, and there is no standard fixed 
for the strength to be represented by 
these numbers. It is probable that the 
use of these brands dates back to 
the time in England (from which coun- 
try we have imported our systems of 
weights and measures, excise methods;

It is brought to the 
surface in elevators. After being 
ground it is put into immense vats and 
boiled at a high degree of heat which 
entirely dissolves it, the muriate of 
potash and other light matter coming 
to the top. The impurities being re- 
moved by this process, the mass is 
conveyed to cold vats, under cover, 
where it is allowed to crystallize, the 
chloride or muriate of potash separat- 
ing from the sulphate of magnesia. 
The latter salt is made up into blocks 
and dried by the heat of thesun. The 
blocks so prepared form the kieserite 
of commerce. This product is a sul- 
phate of magnesia, containing 55 to 60 
per cent. of that salt, 28 to 30 per 
cent. sulphate of lime, 1 to 2 per cent. 
chloride of sodium, and 10 to 12 
per cent. moisture. The muriate of 
potash, after crystallizing, is removed 
to kilns, where the moisture is ex- 
pelled, and it is then ready for market. 

Kainit is a natural product found 
imbedded in the earth, sometimes in 
the carnallit mines but oftener in sepa- 
rate deposits. In its crude state it isa 
rock salt containing 23@25 per cent. of 
sulphate of potash, 12 to 15 per cent. 
sulphate magnesia, 12 to 15 per cent. 
chloride magnesia, 30 per cent. chlo- 
ride of sodium, and 12 to 15 per cent. 
moisture. 


exactly graded by the strength, and 
the purchaser can decide between dif- 
ferent dealers which offers him the 
better price per acid unit. The regu- 
lation of the matter lies entirely with 
the consumers, who have only to ex- 
amine their purchases and refuse to 
pay the price of acid for water. No 
harm would accrue to honest dealers, 
and the tricksters would suffer no more 
than they deserve. The specific grav- 
ity of a sample of acetic acid is not a 
perfectly correct index of the percent- 
age strength, but is sufficiently near 
for the practical purposes of the manu- 
facturer, while if absolute accuracy be 
required, it is neither a very long nor 
troublesome operation to test the acid 
by observing the amount of carbonate 
of soda required to neutralize it. In 
general, it is sufficiently near to calcu- 
late that an acid of a specific gravity 
of 1.084 (5 deg. Beaume) will have a 
strength of 25 per cent. of acid; specific 
gravity 1.040 (544 deg. Beaume) has 30 
per cent. of acid, and the U. 8. P. 
strength, 36 per cent., has a gravity of 
1.047 (64¢ deg. Beaume), these being 
the grades most extensively dealt in. 
If all packages were plainly branded 
with the specific gravity and acid per- 
centage, as is now done by some man- 
ufacturers, the antiquated and delusive 
system of numbers would be done away 
with, honest dealers and consumers 
would be protected, and the reputation 
of American brands be increased. Let 
consumers insist on this being done 
and a much needed reform may be 
quickly brought about.

Legal Notes. 

A broker in New York was employed by manu- 
facturers of cigars at Chicago to sell goods for 
them, and hesold to Btwelve cases of cigars 
which were then in his possession, and on giving 
advice thereof said in his letter, “Mr. B is A No. 
1, and good forall you can sell him.” This letter 
inclosed an order from B for 500,000 cigars to be 
manufactured and sent to him, on sixty days’ 
credit, at prices stated therein, which order the 
broker stated in the letter had been taken by 
him from B. The order was flied, but B’s accept. 
ances were not paid, and it was discovered that 
he was without standing or credit,and that he was 
aswindler. In an action against the broker for 
fraudulent representations, Fuller vs. Robinson, 
the defendant was permitted to show by persons 
engaged in the tobacco trade that by the custom 
and usage of that business no reliance is placed 
by manufacturers and sellers of cigars and 
tobe cco upon the representations of brokers em- 
ployed to make sales, in respect to the credit of 
the persons from whom the orders are procured, 
but that the principal ascertains for himself 
whether the persons ordering through the 
broker are entitled to credit, paying no regard to 
the broker’s representations upon the subject.The 
plaintiffs lost their suit, and appealed to the New 
York Court of Appeals, which reversed the judg- 
ment against, them and ordered a new trial on 
the llth inst. Judge Andrews, in the opinion, 
said: It was competent for the broker to 
show that the manufacturers did not, in fact, 
rely upon, and were not influenced by, the 
representation contained in his letter. But this 
could not be shown by a usage which is repug- 
nant tocommon sense, or based upon a disre- 
gard of the relations which exist between men, 
or the duties which in law or morals they owe to 
ach other. In this case the broker was employed 
to sell goods in the New York and eastern 
markets manufactured by principals in a distant 
state, and he was bound to the utmost fidelity in 
the business of his employers. He was bound in 
law and im morals to make no representation 
which he knew to be false, and to conceal nothing 
which he should learn in the course of his em 
ployment which it was for the interest of his 
principals to know. 

After the dissolution of a firm, one of the 
partners gave his individual note for a firm debt, 
which he paid upon the allowance of a sub- 
stantial discount. He then brought suit against 
his partner for one-half the amount of the note, 
but the Kentucky Court of Appeals, in this case, 
Lindsay vs. Smith, on September 20, decided that 
the recovery should be limited to one-half of the 
amount paid for the note only. 

Although a patent can give no protection 
against a sale of the manufactured article abroad, 
dawages will be allowed for its infringement in 
the manufacture in the United States, when 
made for sale in foreign countries, in the opinion 
of the United States Circuit Court at Buffalo, in 
Ketchum Harvester Company vs. Johnson Har- 
vester Company, decided by Judge Blatchford on 
Jely 6. He added, that the legal damages for 
making and selling hera may be in some cases 
greater than the legal damages for making here 
and selling abroad, but to deprive the patentee 
of all damages for unlawful making here, be 
cause the article is sold abroad, is to deprive 
him of part of what his patent secures to him. 

An indorser upon a bill of exchange made & 
defence to an action against him on bis lability 
that he had not put his name on the bill as an fn- 
dorser, but had placed It there at the request of 
a bank officer merely to identify the payee. But 
the Supreme Court of Indians, in this case, 
vs. Beach, on September 12, decided that there 
was an indorsement upon which the 
was liable, and that he could not give verbal 
evidence to modify or contradict its terms.

Claim.—1. The method, substantially herein 
described, of treating the grain for the purpose 
of obtaining the starch, which method consists of 
the following steps in combination: first soaking 
the grain in hot water, then grinding it in the 
presence of a stream of clean water, then separ- 
ating the starch and gluten from the first grind- 
ing upon a fine separator, then passing the 
coarsely ground grain with the husks into a 
second separator of coarser texture and separat- 
ing the coarsely ground grain and starch from 
the husks by the second separator, then passing 
the wash-water from the second separator, in- 
cluding the coarse meal and starch carried off by 
it, into the reservoir supplying the mills with 
water, then treating the starch water in the re- 
ceiver with alkali in the presence of agitation, 
then separating the starch from the gluten, etc., 
then washing the alkali out of the starch, sub- 
stantially as described. 


2. In the process of manufacturing starch 
from corn, the mechanical method of treating 
the husk of the corn after being soaked and wet- 
groun forthe purpose of separating more per- 
fectly the adhering meal and starch from the 
husk, which method consists of first delivering 
the whole product of the mill upon or into a fine 
separator under a spray of water, by which the 
starch is washed out, then passing the husk and 
coarse meal into a second coarser separator un- 
der a spray of water, by which the coarse meal 
and any remaining starch are carried through 
the meshes of the separator, the husk being de- 
livered from the tail thereof, both separators 
being continually agitated. 


3, In the manufacture of starch from corn, 
the means, substantially herein described, of 
separating more perfectly the adhering starch 
and meal from the husk of the corn after being 
soaked and wet-ground, which means consist of 
a fine reciprocating separator, C, in combination 
with a coarser rotating bolting-machine, E, the 
two separators coacting to receive, agitate, and 
discharge the starch, meal, and husks, substan- 
tially as described. 


4, In the treatment of soaked ground corn in 
the manufacture of starch, the combination of a 
reciprocating separator, C, receiving alkaline 
tubs II, fitted with agitators y,a rotary bolt- 
ing-machine, E, fitted with an agitator, and 
water pipes BM, the several parts being con- 
structed and coacting with reference to each 
other, substantially as described, for the purpose 
specified. 

5. As an improvement in apparatus used in the 
manufacture of starch, the bottom of the starch- 
table, composed of vertical lamina of wood, for 
the purpose of avoiding the warping, slivering, 
and unevenness of the depositing surface. 

6. In combination with a separator, C, and a 
rotating bolting-machine, E, an intervening tank, 
X, provided with an agitator, and connected to 
both the reciprocating and rotating separator.

Discontinuing the “Call” on Drugs. 


The Drug, Paint and Chemical Exchange, 
at a meeting held a week ago last Wednes- 
day, adopted rules providing for a “ call” 
of certain articles of merchandise dealt in 
by the members. The ‘‘call” related prin- 
cipally to drugs and chemicals, and the 
rules as well as the list of goods provided 
for were published in the last issue of the 
Reporter. The ‘‘call” was inaugurated 
on Monday of last week, and continued for 
four days with as much success as could be 
expected from a new measure of this de- 
scription, though not to the satisfaction of 
all the members. It was, therefore, re- 
solved, on Thursday after the “call,” to 
hold a meeting of the Exchange on the fol- 

|lowing day for the purpose of considering 
the measure. A meeting at which were 
present all of the members who have ever 
evinced any interest in the movement, was 
accordingly held on Friday at noon, the 
president, Mr. George M. Olcott, in the 
chair, and Mr. L. H. Cress recording. Mr. 
Charles Downer moved that the daily 
**call” be discontinued, and that a revised 
list be called on Tuesday of each week. 
An amendment was moved by Mr. W. E. 
Webster, providing for a semi-weekly 
,‘‘call.” Both of these propositions were 
discussed. Mr. Adolph Hallgarten, Mr. F. 
E. Dodge, Mr. John McKesson, jr., Mr. 
Chas. Downer, Mr. Theo. St. Jobn, and 
others speaking to the question, and while 
the views expressed differed as to the num- 
ber of ‘‘calls” to be held each week, there 
were no expressions adverse to trying it at 
least once a week, with the list of articles 
reduced to such as might be regarded as 
active or speculative. The amendment 
proposed by Mr. Webster was voted down 
by a large majority, while Mr. Downer's 
motion was adopted with but one dissent- 
ing vote. 

Mr. Edward Hill, who had not been 
present during the discussion of and vot- 
ing upon these motions, arose to offer some 
suggestions as to the “all,” but finding 
that action had been taken resumed his 
seat. Mr. Theo. St. John moved a recon- 
sideration of the question in order to 
‘afford Mr. Hill an opportunity to express 
his views. The question having been 
reconsidered, Mr. Hill stated that the 
“call” did not meet his approval for the 
reason that it seemed an unnatural method 
of dealing in drugs, and one entirely op- 
posed to the traditions and very character 
of the trade. He had not given much 
attention to the ‘‘call,” because he believed 
that it would settle itself, and that if it 
were a good measure it would succeed, 
whereas if it were bad it would die a natu- 
ral death. He thought that it was rapidly 
approaching a peaceful dissolution, but 
there seemed to be a disposition on the 
part of some of the members present to 
prevent its easy death and continue it in 
the agonies of consumption. Mr.” Hill 
maintained that goods upon this list could 
not be classed with wheat, petroleum or 
stocks, and while all of those commodities 
might be dealt in undera ‘‘call,” the same 
was not, in his judgment, true of drugs, 
He advanced several other reasons for his 
opposition to the ‘‘call.” 


At the conclusion of his remarks there 
was a motion to abolish the ‘‘call,” and as 
no one spoke in opposition, the question 
was promptly put and the members present 
voted, with a unanimity which must have 
been very gratifying to the last speaker, to 
abolish what they had been equally in 
favor of continuing not more than ten 
minutes before, The meeting then ad- 
journed and the members generally ex- 
pressed themselves as in favor of a ‘‘call,’ 
and one of the poetical members of the 
Exchange was heard to murmer: 

‘If so soon I am done for, 
I wonder what I was begun for.” 

Wethink it safe to predict, from the 
opinions heard on ’change since the meet- 
ing on Friday, thata modified ‘‘call” will 
be established again within a short time. 
A system of periodical auction sales is 
talked of, and already enough goods have 
been tendered for offer ‘‘without reserve” 
to make a fair-sized sale. It has been sug- 
gested that the brokers take the 


matter in’ charge and ‘secure goods 
to be offered through them after 


the manner of the London auctions. 


The idea suggested is that each broker 
shall make up a catalogue of the goods he 
can offer, ‘‘without reserve,” and that these 
catalogues be inserted in the Om, Part 
aND DrvuG Reporter on the Wednesday 
preceding the Friday upon which the sale 
is to take place, so that the buyers in all 
of the larger markets of the country could 
see what was to be offered in time to tele- 
graph orders to representatives here, if 
they desired to bid om any of 
the goods. In the meantime sam- 
ples could be exposed on the Ex- 
change or at the several brokers’ offices. 
There will therefore be little expense 
in trying the experiment. The lit- 
tle seed that has been sown during the 
four days that the ‘‘call” has been in ope- 
ration, is certain to bring forth some 
healthy fruit, though the plant is evidently 
destined to experience all the vicissitudes 
of the Smyrna opium crop, er the Wayne 
County peppermint fields. At present it is 
suffering from drouth. 





The Georgia Pharmacy Law. 

In September, 1881, the Georgia Legis- 
lature passed a pharmacy law which amends 
and supersedes that formerly in force. We 
give a summary of its provisions as follows: 

Section 1 provides that within sixty days 
after the passage of the act, the Governor 
of the State shall appoint five experienced 
druggists or practical pharmacists, who 
shall have been actively engaged in the 
drug business within the State for the last 
three years immediately preceding their 
appointment, who shall constitute the 
Board of Pharmaceutic Examiners, and 
who shall hold office for the term of three 
years, or until their successors shall have 
been legally appointed and qualified. That 
three members of said board, at any regu- 
lar called or adjourned meeting, shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of 
busiuess. That any vacancy which may 
occur in said board by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise, shall be filled by 
the Governor for the unexpired term. 

Sections 2 and 3 provide for the taking 
of the oaths of office by the members, and 
the organization of the Board. 

Section 4 provides that at least the regu- 
lar meeting shall be held every year, and 
special meetings as often as may as neces- 
sary. 

Section 5 enacts that it shall be the duty 
of the said board to grant licenses: 1. To 
pharmacists who, after three years’ experi- 
enceina drug store kept byJa licensed 
apothecary or pharmacist, have graduated 
in a college of pharmacy acknowledged by 
the American Pharmaceutic Association, 
and who shall exhibit to the said boarda 
diploma of the same. 2. To pharmacists 
who have obtained a diploma from an au. 
thorized foreign college or examining 
board, and who shall exhibit the same to 
the board of pharmaceutic examiners. $8, 
To physicians who are graduates of a 
regular medical college, and who shall ex- 
hibit their diplomas to said board; also to 
druggists who shall produce to said board 
satisfactory evidence of having been en- 
gaged in the drug business fora period of 
ten years next preceding} the time of ap- 
plication, 4 To druggists who, after 
three years’ experience in a drug store kept 
by a licensed apothecary, or pharmacist, 
shall have passed a satisfactory examina- 
tion before said board of pharmaceutic ex- 
aminers. ll licenses granted shall .be 
signed by a majority of the whole board, 
and shall specify the ground upon which 
such license is granted, and shall be in 
such form as the board shall}prescribe. 

Section 6 provides that all persons apply- 
ing for examination and license shall pay 
to the Board of Pharmaceutic Examiners 
the sum of fifteen dollars, and if passing 
the examination, shall be furnished with 
the license as hereinbefore provided, for 
which no further fee shall] be required or 
paid, Should the applicant fail to stand a 
satisfactory examination, [no fee shall be 
required for a subsequent examination, 
such subsequent examination not to be 
granted within six months after the first. 
And it shall be the duty of the board to 
keep a record of its$transactions’ in a book 
to be kept for that purpose by one of its 
members—said el to be turned over to 
their sucgegsors in office, ; 
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Section 7. All persons now lawfully en- 
gaged in the compounding and vending of 
medicines, drugs and poisons in the State, 
sball, on or before December 1, 1881, and 
every person who shali be hereafter duly 
licensed under the provisions of this act, 
shall, before engaging in any business 
under said license, register in the office of 
the ordinary of the county wherein he re- 
sides, or intends to conduct said business, 
in a book to be kept for that purpose by 
said ordinary, his name, nationality and 
credentials, and date thereof, under which 
he is entitled to engage in such vocation. 
For each registration the ordinary shall re- 
ceive fifty cents, to be paid by the party so 
registering, and a certificate of such regis- 
tration, stating the terms of the same, shall 
be given to him by said ordinary. 

Section 8. No person shall engage in the 
compounding or vending of medicines, 
drugs, or poisons within this State without 
a fall compliance with this act, except (1) 
such druggists as are exempt from the op- 
erations of the present laws by the statutes 
of the State of Georgia; (2) physicians 
putting up their own prescriptions and 
dispensing medicines from their own office; 
(8) country merchants selling family med- 
icines—not poisons; (4) assistants in drug 
stores where the manager has complied 
with the requirements of this act. 

Section 9. Any person who shall violate 
the provisions of either of the two pre- 
ceding sections of this act, or shall register 
fraudulently, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not to exceed one hundred 
dollars, imprisonment not to exceed three 
months, either or both at the discretion of 
the court. In all cases of prosecution un- 





on the subject writes to the following 
effect: 

It is a matter of indifference whether the 
province of Tarapaca belongs to the Peruv- 
ians or the Chilians. Its ownership is not 
a factor that ought to betaken into account 
in the matter. To the Americans it will 
always bea guarantee of good faith that 
the territory should remain in the hands 
of people who know how to admin- 
ister its affairs and who will do 
so. ‘Therefore the ownership of Tara- 
paca by this or that nation is of no import- 
ance to those who may wish to embark in 
speculations for the purpose of buying its 
guano or nitrates. As far as the guano is 
concerned there is a very fallacious idea 
prevalent in America touching the amount 
which actually remains disposable. This 
is now much reduced, and it is hardly 
worth the while of large corporations to 
devote their time to its extraction. On the 
other hand, English, French, German and 
Belgian houses have claims against some of 
the deposits, so that the matter is compli- 
cated beyond the possibility of easy settle- 
ment. Besides, Chili possesses an indis- 
putable right to collect her war expenses 
from what is to be found in the territory 
occupied by her. Whatever may be said 
of this right, its bare allegation by Chili 
would be sufficient to complicate the situ- 
ation,and no person possessing a title to the 
lands in which the guano is found would 
have the right to take it out without the 
consent of the nation in possession. Those 
aggrieved by Chili preventing them from 
carrying away guano could only have a 
personal action by way of remedy against 
the Peruvian government for breach of 
contract; but as things stand now an action 
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der this act, the burden shall be upon the 

defendant to show his authority. 

Section 10. All the fees for examination 
and licenses, and one-half of the fines col- 
lected from convictions under this act, shall 
be paid to the Board of Pharmaceutic Ex- 
aminere, to defray the expenses of the 
same, and as compensation for their ser- 
vices. 

The 11th and 12th sections provide mere- 
ly that the act shall take effect from its pas- 
sage and repeal previous and conflicting 
enactments.

The Difficulty of Monopolizing the 
Nitr ate and Guano Deposits of Peru. 
In a recent issue of the New York Herald 

appeared the following interesting remarks 

concerning the difficulty in the way of 
monopolizing the rich deposits of guano 
and nitrate of soda in Peru: 

To form a proper idea of the importance 
of the guano trade, it should be remem- 
bered that Peru, in her public estimates 
five years ago, acknowledged an annual 
revenue of nearly $17,000,000 from this 
article—that is to say, $15,319,346 from 
sales in Europe and elsewhere, and 
$1,625,000 imported to the United States, 
making a total of $16,944,346. All years 
were not equally productive, but since 
guano began, in 1841, to constitute the 
mainstay of the Peruvian treasury, the in- 
flow of this golden stream has continued 
to be for her at once her blessing and her 
curse. It has repeatedly saved her treas- 
ury from bankruptcy, while it taught im- 
providence and extravagance to public 
men. The intrigues of scheming specu- 
lators who have persistently endeavored to 


of their gold, lavished on corrupt officials, 
would fill a volume. European agricul- 
sural interests have been more affected 
by the guano question than those of the 
United States, because American lands, 
being generaily new and fresh, do not re- 
quire manuring tc the same extent thatthe 
impoverished soils of the Old World do. 
Still the very considerable amount of the 
famous fertilizer which is being introduced | 
for fancy farming and horticultural pur- 
poses makes the subject of guano one or 
importance with many influential citizens 
of this country.

referring to the guano. The nitrate be- 
longs to private parties—Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, Germans, Italians, Americans, 
&c. Admitting the fact that the govern- 
ment of Peru attempted to expropriate 
those nitrate deposits, it is certain that this 
was not substantially effected, because that 
government never fulfilled the conditions 
which such expropriation imposed. It 
issued bonds payable in four years, at 
eight per cent interest, and which now 
pass for forty-four pennies on the dollar. 
The interest is also made payable in drafts 
exchangeable at 44d. The interest on the 
first six months was only paid on part of 
the bonds, and a large amount of capital is 
now due to the holders on account of ac- 
crued interest.

But admitting the possibility that Eng- 
lishmen, Germuns, Frenchmen, Americans, 
and others possessed the crazy idea of pay- 
ing twenty shillings for what is not worth 
more than thirteen or fifteen; admitting 
also that the immense quantities of nitrate, 
which now regulate the market price of 
this article, should disappear, a monopoly 
of the article would still be impossible, be- 
cause the coast which indisputably belongs 
to Chili abounds in a sufficiency of it to 
last the world’s commerce for 2,000 years, 
Every day new deposits are discovered, 
and Chili has now at her command plenty 
to last for the next fifty generations. The 
Peruvian monopoly would require to have 
eight iron-armored ships of the first order 
and 5,000 men at least to conquer all the 
desert from Atacama to Copiapo. It was 
precisely a false idea of the guano and 
nitrate monopolies which led the Peruvian 
President, Pardo, to embark, in some finan- 
cial operations that turned out to be total 
failures. A monopoly of any kind can 
only be effected when all of the article re- 
quired is held in a single hand, and in 
case of any attempt by the government or 
otherwiee to monopolize guano or nitrate 
$300,000,000 would not be enough to con- 
vince aspiring monopolists that after all 
their efforts would be abortive.

Pharmaceutical Relations of Heavy 
Paraffine Oil. 

At the recent British Pharmaceutical 
Conference, held at York, England, Mr. 
Charles Symes, Ph. D., read a paper on 
this subject, which called out an interest- 
ing discussion, of which, as well as of the 
paper, we give the following abstract from 
the report in the Pharmaceutical Journa; 
and Transactions. Mr. Symes said:— 


“Crude petroleum and rock oils contain 
a number of bodies of scientific interest, 
but when distilled commercially they 
yield benzoline or petroleum spirit, burn- 
ing oils of various densities, heavy or lu- 
bricating oil, a soft uncrystallizable fatty 
substance, which, when highly purified, is 
known as vaselire, petroleum jelly, cosmo- 
line, unguentum petrolei, &c., and paraffine 
wax of various degrees ot hardness, and 
melting at various temperatures, from 100 
deg. F. to 128 deg. F. 

These products are saturated hydrocarb- 
ons, characteriz2d by their chemical indif- 
ference to other substances. The body to 
which I wish specially and briefly to di- 
rect attention is the heavy oil, which, 
although used extensively for lubricating 
purposes, has not, as far as I am aware, 
found its way into pharmacy, except in 
pocmsbtnetion with paraffine wax, as a solid, 
more or less crystalline substance. The 
best oi], as usually found in the market, 
is of the color and specific gravity of olive 
oil (-910), possesses a boiling point above 
480 deg. F., and but little odor. Itis 
optically active, rotating the polarized 
ray—3'50 deg. It sometimes has a 
slightly acid reaction, pri bably due to 
ithe treatment it has previously undergone 
in its purification, These latter objection- 
able qualities can be removed by passing 
it through ordinary granulated animal 
charcoal, and it is then in a suitable con- 
|dition for such pharmaceutical purposes 
as itis adapted, It bas, even when thus 
further purified, some amount of fluor- 
esscence (commonly known as bloom) 
which has been regarded as objectionable;

of this, and in the sample I have here 
(somewhat paler and thinner than the 
other) it is entirely absent. It is by no 
means certain, however, that a ready 
method of destroying this characteristic is 
desirable, inasmuch as it would render it 
capable of being used for purposes of adul- 
teration, from which, happily, it is now 
precluded on account of its easy detection. 
Heavy paraffine oil is in itselfan excellent 
emollient when applied to the skin; but, in 
addition to this, I feel satisfied it might be 
used with advantage as a vehicle for 
many more active remedies. It dis- 
solves half its weight of camphor, 
thus forming a strong camphorated 
oil, which keeps good indefinitely. Mixed 
with one-twentieth of its weight of carbolic 
acid, we have an excellent antiseptic dress- 
ing for wounds; it also dissolves thymol 
and menthol when gently warmed. Simple 
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ointment, in which the almond oil is re 
placed by this oil, is an excellent basis for 
other ointments, as it does not readily be. 
come rancid, the paraffin oil not only re- 
sisting oxidation itself, but acting as a pre- 
servative of the lard present. In this lat. 
ter remark I have been anticipated to some 
extent by Mr. J. B. Moore, of Philadelphia, 
who published an elaborate paper in the 
July number of the WN. ¥. Drug. Cir., “On 
« New Basis for Ointments and Substitute 
for Lard.” His proportions were some- 
what different from mine, and he used cog- 
moline, not paraffine oil; but the general 
results were the same, and his experiments 
were conducted through a long period, and 
under trying circumstances as to tempera- 
ture, 

The ointment, of which I have herea 
sample, is of a pale yellow color, is about 
the same consistence as ordinary simple 
ointment, free from odor, and keeps good 
for a long period. 

These are only a few of the useful pur- 
poses to which, in my opinion heavy pan 
affin oil might he applied in pharmacy. 

Professor Armstrong said one very re- 
markable statement was made, namely, 
that this paraffine oil was dextrorotary. He 
should like to know the length of the tube 

used. 

Mr. Symes said it was a 100 mm. tube. 

Professor Thorpe said this was the first 
example of any product got by destructive 
distillation having such optical properties. 

Mr. Benger asked if there was not a little 
practical difficulty iu the use of mineral 
fats as substitutes for animal fats, namely, 
the difficulty with which they were re- 
moved from linen or the skin by means of 
soap. 

Mr. Allen said it was entirely new to 
him that the petroleum products 
had any rotary action on _ polarized 
light; at the same time he would remind 
Professor Thorpe that rosin oil, which was 
a product of destructive distillation, was 
not unfrequently optically active. 

Dr. Tilden said it occurred to him thats 
trace of turpentine might have got into 
the particular specimen which Mr. Symes 
examined, which might produce the effect 
referred to. 

Mr.? Allen said with respeot to fluores- 
cence he might say that one of the pro- 
sesses by which these oils, or at any rate 
shale oils, which were verv similar, might 
be deprived of fluorescence was by treat- 
ing them with nitric acid, or certain other 
oxidizing agents in a very limited manner. 
It was possible in many cases where they 
had been artificially ‘‘dekloomed,” so to 
speak, to restore them so as to indicate the 
origin of the oil by mixing it with sulphuric 
acid, in which case the bloom or fluorescence 
reappeared. However, there came from 
America a heavy lubricating oil, naturally 
free from bloom, and in which no bloom 
could be developed by treatment with acid. 
Respecting their mixture with other oils it 
was an interesting fact that these petroleum 
products did not mix with castor oil. (a 
tor vil dissolved about an equal measure, 
but any further quantity did not mix with 
the petroleum oil; it was an extraordinary 
thing that castor oil should constitute aD 
exception to the other fatty oils which they 
were in the habit of thinking were so easily 
miscible with these hydrocarbons.

pharmacist, that the fluorescence of qui- 
nine was entirely destroyed by a mere 
trace of hydrochloric acid, and it would be 
interesting to know whether the same 
thing occurred with paraffine. 

Mr. Conroy said his experience was that 
with the better qualities of heavy mineral 
oil about one-third was dissolved by castor 
oil, but very singular to say the portion 
dissolved by the castor oil contained the 
principal portion of the coloring matter of 
the mineral oil. He had worked in that 
direction fora short time with the hope 
that he would be able to decolorize mineral 
oil with castor oil; but he had not been 
successful, Although he was able to re- 
move the greater portion of the coloring 
matter, still there was too much of 
the mineral oil dissolved away with it. 
In reference to what Mr. Gerrard 
had said relative to the articles in the mar- 
ket of the nature of vaseline, he must, em- 

phatically, in connection with one of them 
contradict the statement that it was made 
with parafiine wax. 

Mr. Symes, in reply to Dr. Tilden, said 
he took a good commercial specimen, and 
therefore, he probably had not sufficiently 
assured himself of the absence of possible 
impurities. But when one spoke of de- 
structive distillation he should rather re- 
gard the process of obtaining these things 
as one of fractional distillation; he was not 
sure the temperature used was sufficient to 
be regarded as destructive distillation, but 
merely as a separation of the constituents 
already existing in the crude substances. 
With regard to the difficulty of removing 
it from linen, he had only to call attention 
to the fact that there was such a thing as 
vaseline soap, and if there was any vas- 
eline in it he supposed it possessed 
cleansing detergent properties. The treat- 
ment Mr. Gerrard referred to, alternately 
with acids and alkalies, was the one he re- 
ferred to as possibly helping to cause the 
acid reaction; but thé oil was always sub- 
jected to that process in purification to get 
rid of olefines and some other impurities. 
He feared if anyone attempted to make 
artificial vaseline with paraffine wax of low 
melting point to the proportion of 1 to 7 it 
would be nearly all oil in summer weather. 
It required from 20 to 25 percent. of low 
melting point paraffine. From some ex- 
periments made in that direction he found 
the higher the melting point of the para- 
fine used the more crystalline would be 
the product and the less percentage of 
paraffine would be required, whilst the 
lower tho melting point of the paraffine the 
more would be required und the less crys- 
talline and better the pruduct and the 
nearer it was to the substance known as 
vaseline. But he took it all these substan- 
ces, vaseline and such like, had never been 
in the crystalline condition, They were 
the soft fatty substances of which he spoke, 
which in an impure state were used for lu- 
bricating. It was this fact which gave it 
the particular jelly-like look so different to 
most of the artificially produced bodies.

at 14 deg. Reaumur; temperature, 814 deg. 
Reaumur, The average borings shows the 
following to be the formation: At a depth 
of 10 meters, sand, red granite, and flint is 
found; at 17 meters, blue-grayish diluvial 
clay; at 20 meters, blue clay and chalky 
layers; from 20 to 35 meters, marly clay; 
35 to 40 meters, stone and quartz; 40 to 48 
meters, hard sand-stone with pyrites; at 
this depth the first traces of petroleum are 
found; 48 to 54 meters, sandy clay, with 
large quantities of petroleum.

The reason of the difference between the ex- 
ports from the United States to Rotterdam and 
the amount exported is explained by the fact 
that the export from the United States to Rotter- 
dam was very important in October and Novem- 
ber, 1879, which shipments did not arrive at Rot- 
terdam before January, 1880, on account of the 
very severe early winter.

The Charlton Paints. 


‘White the brand “Chariton” may not be at once 
‘recognized by our readersin this country, it ap- 
plies toa pigment with which they are already 
quite familiar, and which has been before the 
English people under different brands for about 
fourteen years, having in that time gained a firm 
hold upon the trade. 

So long ago as 1850 it was suggested that the 
‘™mutnal decomposition of barium sulphide and 
zinc sulphate would produce precipitates suitable 
for pigments; but the matter seems to have re- 
mained in the theoretical condition till Mr. J. B. 
‘Orr patented his process whereby the proper 
‘proportion of the zinc base could be chemically 
combined. This was for a time suvcessfully 
worked, although {only on a smalljscale, and the 
first products of the original works at Glasgow 
went to found the Silicate Paint Company's busi- 
ness, This was in 1874, and from that time to 
1878 the sale of the “ Silicate Paint’ was pushed 
with considerable energy, if not with correspond- 
ing suceess. From causes which it is not our 
province to enter into, it was found necessary in 
the middle of 1879 to reconstrnct the firm, and 
Mr. Orr was invited to take up the business, 
which had been transferred to Charlton in Kent. 
Under the new management considerable im-

Altogether the field indidates a healthier state 
of affairs than usual. It has never presented 
such a moderate statement of actual operations 
sicoe the rush of 1877. It is also quite certain 
that this state of things will continue until the 
Allegany field shall have been thoroughly devel- 
oped, when it is likely increased activity in 
McKean will be witnessed. The daily yield will 
continue on its downward way, even with all the 
drilling that, is. yet in store, and the decline will 
perhaps never be checked until, like all of its 
predecessors, its light goes out forever. 


Contrasted with the figures in the palmiest 
days of the region, when hundreds of wells each 
month averaged thirty-five barrels, the deterior- 
ation of the Bradford field becomes startlingly 
apparent. Lands once the seene of wonderful 
activity have passed out of notice, and the great 
Northern, bugbear that so long depressed the 
market has ceased to frighten timid speculators, 
It has enjoyed an unprecedented career, but the 
climax ‘has been reached and the descent begun. 
Probably 14,000 welle have been drilled in 
McKean, four-fifths of which are still producing. 
Careful e.timates by competent parties perfectly 
familiar -with the history and resources of the 
district agree in. fixing its entire production at 
not over 45,000 by the middle of March, An- 
ticipatiag such a condition of affairs, shrewd 
operators have been making large purchases of 
wells and territory, assuming that a decided rise 
in prices is inevitable at no distant day. One 
tract om the Bingham estate changed hands at 
$90,000, another at $72,000, and many lesser 
transactions occurred.. Developments make a 
respectable aggregate, which will be lowered 
steadily hereafter. 


The rush to the Allegany Region is growing 
apace, October witnessing a large addition to the 
volume of developments, The demand for terri- 
tory surpassed any former month, upwards of 
forty properties changing owners at liberal 
prices. The scramble for leases at $150:an acre 
and one-fourth royalty was very animated, sug- 
gesting that the anxious customers supposed the 
Allegany field would be the last ever heard of 
this side of eternity: Nice strikes in different 
portions of the district served to intensify the 
excitement, but the proneness to exaggeration 
regarding their production is strongly marked. 

The list of October wells shows @ notable in- 
crease in number, but the average is rather small 
for a new field. The daily production of the 
whole Allegany field is not farfrom three thou- 
sand barrels, derived from .255 wells.. Scarcity 
of lumberhas kept. back opérations in some 
measure. The rate at which operations are car- 
ried on must deplete the territory speedily, even 
were the oill-bearing rock thicker and bette 
than any yet pierced im Allegany. Opinions 
vary greatly as to the possibilities of the district, 
which is likely to,attain its highest point early in 





and the sums'o6f money involved. As an illus- 
tration of the growing scarcity of derirable 
territory, it is worthy of pemark that several of 
the richest Bradford operatdrs are securing leases 
in the vicinity of Byrom Centre. Were good 
properties to be had nearer home, they would be 
very certain not to return to the lower country 
in: quest of what is at best only medium terri- 
tory. The failure thus far to trace an outlet to 
the Richburg belt deepens the conviction that a 
series of pools, counected by strips of variable 
width and quality. compose the field in that lati- 
tude. While time alone can tell what percentage 
of the decline in the Northern Region Allegany 
can overcome, judging from what is already 
known, it will fall largely short of filling the bill. 
The fear of another Bradford is not warranted 
by the actual facts, and ought to subside. Rell- 
able advices report nothing of a startiing char- 
acter in thé Canadian and European oil fields. In 
the former paying wells have been found at 
Port Sarnia, fifteen miles west by north of the 
original developments around Oil Springs and 
Petrolea, and eighteen are going down at this 
date.

guised. We have no satisfactory informa- 
tion as to the rationale of the Turkey red 
process; it is aseries of empirical treat- 
ments perfected by practice and long years 
of experience, which science is as unable 
to improve as to explain. The Industrial 
Society of Mulhouse offer a prize, and have 
done so for many years, to any person who 
can give a satisfactory scientific explana- 
tion and justification of the Turkey red 
processes, but the prize remains unclaimed 
or unawarded—a sufficient proof of the lit- 
tle knowledge possessed by chemists upon 
the matter.

The use of oils as assisting cloth to ab- 
sorb and retain coloring matters is of very 
ancient origin. Itis used chieflyin Tur- 
key red dyeing, and appears to be an in- 
troduction from the East, improved as to 
the manner of its application by the sci- 
ence of our own time and country.

as a mordant by itself, but producing thus

B., This product is called crude naphtha, and 
is separated by subsequent redistillation into qa) 
gasolene, the lightest; (2) naphtha; and (3) ben- 
zine. Whenthe stream of oil has a gravity of 
about 60°, it is diverted into the kerosene tank, 
and continues to run into this receiver until the 
gravity reaches about 38° B, This second frao- 
tion is the burning oil or kerosene. The stream 
of oil after the second fraction has been taken 
off, is directed to the paraffin oil tank, and is 
allowed te continue until nothing remains in the 
still but coke. From this third fraction the solid 
paraffin is obtained by chilling and the applica. 
tion of hydraulic pressure, and the oil expressed 
from it is known as lubricating oil. The fore. 
going represents the general practice of refiners, 
but special products are sometimes made by 
modifying the fractioning operation. The kero- 
sene forms the heart of the crude oil, and com- 
prises about 55 per cent. of the volume of the 
crude material.: It is specially adapted for illu- 
minating purposes in ordinary lamps; first, be- 
cause it has been freed from the lighter and more 
volatile portions of the oil, which are highly 
dangerous, by reason of the low temperature at 
which they are vaporized, and their extreme in- 
flammability and explosibility when mixed with 
air; and secondly, because it has been freed 
from the heavier portions of the crude oil, which 
are troublesome to burn freely by reason of clog- 
ging the wick. Kerosene should only commence 
to give off vapor at 100° Fah., and should not 
take fire below 110° Fah. An-oil that will stand 
this test—and all kerosene should stand it—is 
practically safe inthe ordinary lamps. The ad- 
dition, however, of even a trifling quantity of the 
lighter oils to kerosene, will very materially re- 
duce the flashing and burning point of the oiland 
will render it dangerous to use in lamps. The 
cheapness of the naphthas make it a standing 
temptation to dishonest dealers to practice this 
species of adulteration in spite of stringent laws 
in existence for its prevention. From this brief 
history of the preparation and properties of com- 
mercial petroleum products, our correspondent 
will perceive how absurd it is to suppose that the 
addition of any substance to a kerosene adulte- 
rated with benzine or naphtha can make it safe, 
No treatment that such adulterated oil can be 
subjected to, short of the complete elimination 
of the volatile portions by redistillation, can be 
of any avail in depriving the volatile portion of 
its volatility and inflammability, which are the 
dangers to be feared from such mixtures. When 
such adulterated oils are used in lamps, the body 
of the lamp is soon heated, and the heat is com- 
municated to the oil within it, causing the light 
and easily volatilized portion to vaporize and es- 
cape through the opening provided by the wick 
tube; or the vapor may find some resistance to 
its escape, and may accumulate until it has ac 
quired sufficient tension to blow out the cap and 
cause a violent explosion. If a lighted lamp, 
filled with such adulterated oil, is accidentally 
overturned or broken, the volatile and readily in- 
flammable portion will take fire from the burning 
wick, and everything on which it may have been 
spilled. Both of these classes of accidents are 
very common, and show how generally the adul- 
teration of petroleum is practiced. No treatment, 
or addition of any kind, can change the nature of 
these volatile and highly dangerous oils; and all 
the nostrums that are advertised and vended for 
the purpose of making such adulterated petro- 
leum safe, are rank impostures. We have several 
times given our readers the hint to subject their 
oils, on purchase, to one simple test, to assure 
themselves that it is safe, and we again repeat, 
it: Pour about a tablespoonfal of the oil intoa 
saucer, or other convenient receptacle, and 
apply a lighted match to it. If the oil takes fire, 
reject it; if the oil puts the match out, it may be 
used without fear of accident. 

The test given by our contemporary de- 
pends for its value upon the temperature 
of the oil when tested. If the oil were ata 
low temperature (say below 90 deg. F.) the 
fact that it did not ignite would not be 
conclusive proof that it was a safe oil, 
though if it did ignite at that temperature 
it would be bad, beyond doubt. It should 
be borne in mind that a test is only of 
value when made at the lowest temperature 
consistent with the degree of safety 
desired.

These two experiments indicate 
clearly, firstly :—that oil itselt can attract 
coloring matters; and secondly, that it 
possesses some power of withdrawing the 
alumina from alum which is not ensed 
by the fibre. This is nearly all that is 
clexiy known of the properties and uses 
of oil; besides assisting in the attraction of 
the coloring matter, it communicates to it 
a@ permanence when fixed, This can be 
readily understood upon general principles 
as attributable to the presence of the oily 
matter, covering and shielding the change- 
able colorir g principle from the action of 
the destructive natural agents to which it 
is exposed; an effect which is partially 
supplied by the use of soap in other cases. 

loth is oiled, in Europe, by means of an 
emulsion made with pearl ash; but in the 
East, where the natives still produce the 
finest and fastest reds known, it is applied 
in many various ways; but it appears that 
the best informed of them adopt a plan 
similar to the method in use with us, that 
is, diluting the fatty matter by some liquid 
which brings it, if not into solution, at 
least into a state of very fine suspension 
and division. Many of them, however, 
plunge the material to be dyed into the 
neat oil, and work it there, wringing it 
out and exposing it to the air. Many kinds 
of oil are used; in Europe it is generally 
an inferior ey of olive oil, but in Asia, 
fish oil, lard and other fatty matters are 
successfully employed. 

The manutacture of Turkey Red oil or 
alizerine assistant, has become, of late 
years, quite an extensive industry in tne 
United States, and a considerable portion 
of the castor oil product is employed in 
this way. At present, however, manufac- 
turers are compelled to discontinue the 
use of this oil to a a extent, owing to 
its high cost. A g opening seems to 
present itself here for the ingenuity of 
some of our chemists. Cottonseed oil 
might be successfully employed for this 
purpose if properiy treated, and no doubt 
ample returns await the fortunate discov- 
erer of a process whereby it can be thus 
utilized.

Rendering Petroleum Non-Explosive. 
A correspondent, who resides at Nash- 
ville, and who is probably exposed to the 
dangers from inferior oils which the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is said to be shipping 
into that section of the country, writes to 
the Manufacturer and Builder for informa- 
tion as to what method may be employed 
to render petroleum non-explosive, We 
give below the reply of that journal which, 
though incorrect as to some of its details, 
contains some practical statements that 
cannot fail to be of value to some of our 
readers who have failed to study the sci 
entific cause of lamp explosions : 


There is no way by which poor or inferior ker- 
osene can be rendered safe for the purpose of 
burning in lamps, which we infer to be the ob- 
ject of our inquirer’s question. Our inquirer 
should remember that the great danger ip using 
inferior petroleum oils, arises from the ready 
volatility of the inferior oils with which the kero- 
sene has been adulterated, and the extreme 
inflammability of the vapors given off, and their 
explosibility when mingled in proper proportions 
with air. A few words respecting crude petro- 
leum and the method of refining it, will convince 
this inquirer of the impossibility of effecting 
what his question asks. Crude petroleum con- 
sists of an intimate mixture of a large number of 
oils, which are roughly separated by fractional 
distillation, in retorts at the refineries, into about 
a half dozen commercial products. The appa- 
ratus employed is an iron still, provided witha 
worm of wrought iron pipe submerged in a tank 
of water for the purpose of cooling it. When 
the still has been filled with crude oil, the fire is 
started, and the distillation commences, The 
first products that escape are gases; they pass 
through the coil and escape without being con- 
densed. If it is desired to retain these products, 
it may be accomplished by surrounding the coil 
and receiver with ice, or by compression with an 
air pump into a strong receiver. By these 
means certain very volatile liquids are obtained, 
called rhygolene and chymogene. The vapors 
soon begin to condense in the coil, and a stream 
of oil trickles from its far end into the receiving 
tank. The first oils have a gravity of about 95° 
Beaume, and as distillation progresses the pro- 
duct becomes heavier—90° B., 85° B., 80° B., and 
soon. The different commercial products of pe- 
troleum are produced by collecting the products 
of distillation between certain gravities, into .

Bnt little business has been transacted since 
our last report, and the market is quiet. Large 
parcels are hard to move, buyers not caring to 
lay in stocks at the mome ‘t, and the only busi- 
ness is of a jobbing description. Prices are some- 
what firmer, and some seliers are asking more 
money. Thisis due tothe position of freights 
which it is expected will cause a considerable ad- 
vance on ull descriptions, This tends to make 
sellersconfident, uotwithstanding the light de- 
mand, and there is nothing cheap offering on the 
market at the close. Bleach is firmly held at full 
prices, and sal sodais also firm, the stock still 
being limited, and though an vessel is just in— 
the “‘Roxburgh Castle’—the quantity on board 
is only moderate, and will not affect the price to 
any appreciative extent. 

Carbonated ash 48 <# Liverpool brands 
is now firmly held, and we do not 
hear of any that is quotable below 1 55@ 
160c. There have been a few transactions 
at these figures, 100 tons being reported 
and a few small lots, 50 tons in all, at 1 60c. High 
test is also firm, though there are sellers who are 
still willing to accept 1}¢c, but 1 55@1 60c are 
the more general figures. We hear of sales of 
100 tons at 1 55c and 50 tonsat 1ligc. Newcastle 
ash is still in large supply, but there is a steady 
tone to prices, sellers now naming 1 45@1%, 
according to brand and quantity, with 100 tons 
reported at the lower figure. 

Alkali has sold in small lots as wanted, and 
prices continue steady. There have been few 
sales of 36%, and sellers are quoting 1}¢c, while 
refined is held at 1 '70@134c, according to quan- 
tity. 

Caustic ash 48% is in limited demand, but there 
is a firmer tone to the market. There was a lot 
offering at alow price to close an invoice, but 
this is reported to have been placed. There is 
nothing to be had now below 1}¢c, and only one 
seller is naming this. the more general figure be- 
ing 1 55c, and this was paid for lots to the extent 
of 150tons. High test is in the same position and 
though in a large way 144c would probably buy, 
but 1 55c has been paid for small lots, 75 tons 
being placed at this figure, and the market closes 
with 144@1 55c the quotations. 

Caustic soda 60% has been inquired for in a 
small way, but large lots are not wanted. There 
seems to be an easier tone on this article, and 50 
tons are reported as being taken at 370c, while 
it is said that 3 65c would be accepted for lots 
to arrive. This is below most sellers’ views, and 
3 70@354c are the more general figures. High 
test has met with a fair demand, and spot parcels 
are quoted at 3 35@3%¢c, with sales of 300 dms at 
the lower price. To arrive it is reported that a 
parcel could be had at a shade under 3 35c. 
Seventy-six % full test is still quoted at 3 80@3 90c 
but prime goods can be had at 3 60@3 65c. 

Sal soda continues in the same position as for 
some time past; small quantities arrive from 
time to time, but not in sufficient amounts to 
have much, if any, effect on prices. There has 
been one parcel arrived since our last, but part 
of this was sold previously and the balance is 
firmly held. The price asked is 15¢c, but 144c 
would be accepted, and 100 tons are reported 
placed at this figure. To arrive there are lots 
which are offered at 110c, but at the close we 
hear it reported that this could be shaded a 
fraction. 

Bleach continues in a good position and prices 
are firmly maintained. The supply still contin- 
ues light and few parcels are coming on the mar- 
ket. ‘There are sellers who will not name less 
than 140c for spot lots, but other sellers will 
still shade this, and prime goods can be had at 
13¢c. There aresome poor grades on market 
which are offering at less. We hear of sales of 
200 cks in lots at 13¢c. To arrive there are sellers 
who are quoting 144@l34c according to brand 
and quantity. 

Saltcake has not changed, and the market is 
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ment, the inquiry for acetic and oxalic especially 
being active, resulting in large sales of the former 


and an advance in the latter. The market for 
acetic continues very firm, ard the remainder of 
the articles on the list are steady and un- 
changed. 

Acetic acid has been in active demand for 
future and early delivery since the date of our 
last, and some large contracts have’ been made. 
There is a firm feeling as to prices, and manu- 
facturers absolutely refuse to grant concessions 
from previous quotations. We heard of a con- 
tract for 500,000 lbs at a private price, and small 
contracts aggregating 200,000 lbs, unning over 
periods varying from three to six months, at 34 | 
@3%c. There have also been sales reported of 
100,000 lbs for spot and month delivery at 
344@4c as to quantity. 


Nitric acid is unchanged. Prices still vary ac- 
cording to seller, and though they favor the 
buyer they are not quotably lower. There isa 
fair trade in progress but no large sales have 
come under our notice. The closing quotations 
were 5144@6léc for 36°, 6@7!4c for 38°, and 64@ 
8%4c for 40°, according to brand and quantity. 

Muriatio acid isin fair demand, but large lot 
find few buyers. Prices are irregular, but there 
have been no quotable changes since our last.

The dye market for the past week has shown 
somewhat less activity than for the one previous. 

This is explained by the fact that some of the 
large print works have shut dcwn for one or two 
weeks, preparatory to changing colors, and 
others are about to follow. Sufficient trade is in 
progress, however, to keep most dealers busy on 
small orders. No disposition is noted to shade 
prices, which are firmly maintained, with the 
single exception of corn starch, which is weaker. 

Indigo is quiet under a lack of inquiry from 
large buyers, and sales making are all of a job- 
bing nature. Of Bengals we learn of sales of 6 
cases medium at $1 30,4 cases high grade at 
$1 65, and 30 cases in lots at fullrates. The 
market remains firm under short stocks. Guate- 
malas are not actively sought after, but we have 
a sale to report of 10 ceroons assorted at 90c@ 
$120. Some excitement has prevailed in Manilu 
and Madras, the reported failure of the crops 
having stimulated buyers. The failure of the 
former crop is said to bedue to excessive rain, 
and the latter to droui fi failure of which is 
principally confined to leaf; 70 cases of Ma. 
nila have sold at 63@68c, and 20 cases Madras 
at 61@65c. 

Cochineal seems to be without movement, and 
only a few retail sales at nominal figures are re- 
ported. There is little or none now offered at 
our inside fignres, the cheap lots having all been 
taken up. We can therefore only quote outside 
prices, which will doubtless be shaded on some 
lots on spot. We name for Honduras silvers 44¢; 
do. black 44c; Teneriffe silver 43c; do. black 43c; 
Mexican 35@36c. 

Cutch has been rather more quiet during the 
week under review, but prices have been wel! 
maintained at the advance noted in our last. We 
have sales to report of 100 cases prime at 6l¢c, 
but jobbing parcels have been placed at 6c in 
bales. At the close 6@6%4c were the asking 
prices by most holders for spot and to arrive. 

Gambier continues without special features of 
interest to report. The supply on spot is full 
but demand only moderate. Sates were made 
during the week of 400 bales at 3744@4c, but the 
former figure can scarcely be obtained now,even 
ona large lot,4c being the lowest quotation 
given. Lots on dock were offered at the close 
at 4@4}4c. We also have a sale to report of 1800 
bales at 37c for export, export sales being large- 
ly on the increase, owing to high prices abroad. 

Sicily sumac is without feature, buyers still 
keeping out of the market for anything but retail 
parcels. Since our last some 200 bags have 
found sale at $75, but a recent large arrival will 
doubtless have a tendency to depress prices, and 
shadings on that figure can doubtless be ob- 
tained; $75 was the nominal price at the close. 

Bichromate of potash is less actively sought 
for, buyers having recently supplied their most 
pressing wants. Sale of an outside lot of 10 cks 
is repoited during the week at 17}40, but this is 
an extreme figure and is not now demanded by 
anybody. Manufacturers’ agentsclaim to be 
able to fill all orders at 1544@15%{c, but better is 
asked by outside holders. Scotch is still scarce 
and held at full figures. We quote 1554@17c. 

Starch is weaker, holders having being com- 
pelled to modify their views on account of the 
lack of demand. Corn is nominal at 4@4}<c., but 
this will be shaded on a respectable quantity. No 
sales of importance are reported, but it is hoped 
the weak feeling will stimulate inquiry. Potato 
is quiet at unchanged figures, 5c. being generally 

quoted. 

Sago flower is wit: out particular feature to re- 
port, the activity ;reviously noted having cub-| 
sided. 75 bags at 4c. is the only sale which has 
come to our notice, but larger parcels can be had 
at 33%c., which is about the asking price at the 
close. Stock on spot is only fair.

1 HARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 
Cinchona Winer. 
























In the Repertoire de Pharmacie an article 
is published on this subject by M. Marias in 
which the author, who is a member of the 
eighth Pharmacopeia Sub-Committee, has 
devised a procesa for the preparation of the 
complete exiract of cinchona Calisaya, 
which is to be the foundation of all cinchona 
wines. It seems to us to be one of the finest 
philosophical processes that could be devised 
for extracting the whole of the active prin- 
c‘ples of the bark, seeing that M. Marias 
uses more than one solvent. The process 
was, however, deemed to be too difficult 
and complicated for adoption. Finely 
powdered Calisaya bark is left in contact 
with ten times its weight of cold waver for 
twenty-four hours. The extract thus 
formed is drained off and the remainder ex 
pressed from the mass by a powerfnl press, 
The bark is then macerated in five parts of 
cold water for twelve bours and the rfrocess 
repeated. ‘Ihe extracts are then mixed 
together and evaporated over a water-bath

Partially 
dry the precipitate in the filter at a heat not 
exceeding 104 deg. F., andi when it is dry
